Building Permits Pass $16,000,000 


HERE is every reason to 
believe that building per- 
mits in Dallas for 1922 
Any Will reach $18,000,000, 

4 exceding the record of 
esas} any previous year by 
$3,000,000. In fact, building permits 
for 1922 will equal almost one-sixth 
of the total building permits for the 
preceding seventeen years and will 
bring the total for the past four years 
to about $60,000,000. 

Total permits granted by the City 
Building Inspector D. C. McCord for 
the month up to Oct. 28 amounted to 
$1,344,500, bringing the figures for 
the year to date to $16,047,568. 

Excavation was started last month 
on the $1,100,000 Stoneleigh Court 
apartment hotel at Maple avenue and 
Wolf Street. The 11-story building will 
have 414 rooms, grouped into 135 
apartments. It is being erected by the 
Efficiency Apartment Corporation, J. 
E. Kennefick, president, and is being 
financed by G. L. Miller & Co., Inc., 
Atlanta, Ga. F. J. Woerner & Co., 
Central Bank Bldg., are the architects. 

The site is being cleared and the 
permit has been granted for the Dal- 
las Terminal Warehouse Company’s 
building in the 2600 block on Elm 
street. The two-story fireproof build- 





ing will extend from Elm to Pacific 
avenue and front 175 feet on each 
street. Bertram C. Hill is the archi- 
tect and Lange & Trumpf, the con- 
tractor. According to A. C. Rick, pres- 
ident of the Dallas Terminal Ware- 
house Company, it will be a manufac- 
turers’ exposition and sales building. 
While the new building will be but two 
stories, costing $121,000, Mr. Rick 
said it is the intention of the company 
to erect a ten-story building as soon as 
conditions justify. 


Skyscraper in Prospect 
A TWO-STORY building, divided 


into twelve store rooms, will be 

erected on the site of the old Dal- 
las Opera House at Main and St. Paul 
streets, it was announced by the pur- 
chasers of the property last month, 
S. B. Perkins and A. M. Samuell of 
Dallas and S. B. Brooks of Greenville. 
Ultimate plans of the purchasers call 
for the erection of a large building 
on the site, which is 75x200 feet. This 
improvement will probably be made 
within the next three to five years, it 
was said. 

In anticipation of the extension of 
St. Paul street from Commerce to 
Marilla, construction work has started 
on a two-story brick building at Young 


and Evergreen, which will be occupied 
by the Safety Tire Repair Company. 
The building will cost $15,000 and is 
being erected by the Childs-Lassell 
Construction Co. The Safety Tire 
Repair Company expects to move to the 
new building about Jan. 1. 

The Medical Arts Building now 
nearing completion, will have 1768 
rooms and is 236 feet above the base- 
ment, or 20 stories. Building Man- 
ager Robert L. Wooley has announced 
that lease arrangements have been 
made for more than 90% of the floor 
space. 


SITE of 3.19 acres on Flynn 
A street, between the plant of 

the Dallas Power & Light 
Company and the Dallas Cooperage Co. 
has been purchased by the Dallas 
Power & Light Co. as the location 
for the extension to their present 
plant. Actual construction work is 
to start about January 1. The total 
cost will be well above $2,000,000, 
with $400,000 of this represented by the 
building. The capacity at the present 
plant is 22,000 kilowatts and the ex- 
tension will increase this to 37,000 
kilowatts. About two years will be re- 
quired to complete the plant, accord- 
ing to Joe Gill, assistant general man- 
ager of the company.

Completion of Main Roads and Belt Line Will 
Give Dallas County Splendid System of Highways 


ITH construction of four impor- 
W tant highways of Dallas Coun- 

ty completed, and work on sev- 
en others well under way, Dallas Coun- 
ty will have by Dec. 31, 1924, the most 
highly developed system of permanent 
highways in the Southwest, according 
to County Engineer Jack F. Witt. The 
completion of the program will mean 
the expenditure of $6,500,000 obtained 
through the voting of a bond issue 
more than two years ago. 


When the proposed system of im- 
proved highways is carried out Dallas 
will have a network of roads radiating 
from Dallas in all directions, and many 
of them connecting at the county line 


with other good roads built or being 
constructed by adjoining counties. 
The elaborate system of communica- 
tion will be further enhanced by the 
construction of a belt line road 94 miles 
long and circling the county line. This 
will give connection between outlying 
towns of Dallas County, serving much 
as a rim to the spokes of a huge 
wheel. 

The roads are designed to withstand 
the tests of both weather and traffic. 
The cardinal highways have practi- 
cally a uniform width of 20 feet, while 
the less important reads and belt 
line are generally 18 feet wide. The 
cost of the roads ranges from $15,000 
to $35,000 a mile. More important 


roads are built with a 10-inch rock 
base, with a 2-inch asphalted concrete 
surface. Several types of construction 
are being used on the belt line, one 
of which is a combination of bitumi- 
nous and sand surfacing with a good 
foundation. 

Elimination of dangerous’ grade 
crossings has been one of the aims and 
up to date 27 have been done away 
with. Roads already completed are 
as follows: Scyene, 9 miles; Miller’s 
Ferry, 17 miles; Denton road, 15 miles; 
Cedar Hill, 19 miles. Roads under con- 
struction follow: Garland, 18 miles; 
East Pike, 15 miles; Seagoville, 19 
miles; Coppell, 25 miles; Maple Ave- 
nue road, Repair Depot to Letot; Mid- 
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way road, 12 miles; Sachse road, Gar- 
land to county line; Lancaster, 14 
miles. Contracts on the following roads 
remain to be awarded: Westmoreland 
will be contracted for later and bids 
for the Bonnie View road, 5 miles, 
will be asked for before Jan. 1. 


This splendid highway system will 
be of inestimable benefit to the rural 
school system of the county. It will 
also materially aid in the development 
of the various towns of the county and 
promote a closer community spirit.

South is Leading in 
Manufacture of 


Cotton Goods 


HE South has $850,000,000 in- 
- vested in cotton mills, which con- 

sumed last year 3,733,000 bales 
as compared with 2,178,000 bales 
for the rest of the country, accord- 
ing to the Manufacturers’ Reéord, 
Baltimore. According to the last 
Federal census, the amount of cap- 
ital invested in cotton goods man- 
ufactured in the principal Southern 
cotton goods manufacturing States 
is as_ follows: North Carolina, 
$268 322,984; South Carolina, $248,- 
327,427; Georgia, $150,191,497; Ala- 
bama, $69,673,498; Virginia, $33,731,- 
798; Tennessee, $21,064,680; Mary- 
land, $16,441,008; Texas, $10,188,- 
487; Louisiana, $6,757,221; Mississippi, 
$6,680,362; Kentucky, $4,107,714. 


The Manufacturers’ Record quotes 
from the address before the Boston 
meeting, last April, of the National 
Association of Cotton Manufacturers, 
by President Robert Amory, regarding 
the tendency of mills to move from 
New England to the South. Some ex- 
cerpts follow: 


“We have the skill and capital, but 
capital will always go where it -can 
get the largest return and it can 
move easily. Skilled management 
moves more slowly because these men 
like to live in New England, but they 
too will eventually go where there 
is the largest opportunity and they 
have been going faster than is gener- 
ally realized. 


“Our natural handicaps in the nature 
of transportation distances are great. 
Our long experience and, therefore, 
vreat skill, can overcome some of 
these things, but we shall have to 
work hard. We cannot overcome th2 
handicaps of the 48-hour law against 
55 and 60 hours running time, not to 
speak of the six extra holidays. 

“The record is clear enough, the 
cotton industry is gradually slipping 
away. In the past various factors 
have helped us. Massachusetts had far 
more skilled help and oversight. We 
had the finishing works where South- 
ern goods must be shipped to be 
bleached, dyed or printed. Now there 
is excellent skilled help and super- 
vision in the South. Many well-post- 
ed manufacturers have gravely con- 
sidered and state that it is folly to en- 
large Massachusetts cotton mills—it 
is better to go where industry is want- 
ed and encouraged.” 





A Tribute to a Man 
Dallas Delights

Twice during a single week in 
October, Frank Brant, traveling 
out of Dallas for the American 
Steel & Wire Ass’n of Texas, 
wrote to the Dallas Chamber 
of Commerce giving specific in- 
formation as to goods for which 
certain firms or individuals over 
the State were in — immediate 
need. His company did not han- 
dle the goods mentioned but he 
took particular pains and in- 
terest to get the exact require- 
ments and sent them on to the 
Chamber with the request that 
the data be turned over to Dal- 
las concerns in position to han- 
dle the orders. Such loyalty to 
and interest in the Dallas mar- 
ket is indeed worthy of public 
mention. If all the 2,500 sales- 
men traveling out of Dallas were 
to follow the same course, doubt- 
less the business of Dallas would 
be immeasurably increased and 
our entire trade territory would 
get a stronger impression of 
what the real “Dallas Spirit” 
means. 











Circus to Winter at 
Love Field 


The Al G. Barnes Circus has 
closed a five months’ lease on a group 
of buildings at Love Field and will 
spend the winter there. The circus has 
6C0 people when on the road and 150 
will winter here. They will repair all 
equipment during the winter. They 
have a large menagerie and will be 
busy training their animals, including 
100 horses. The circus entered winter 
quarters here about Nov. 1. 





Heavier Loading of 
Cars Urged 


At the request of the railroads 
the Transportation Department 
of the Chamber of Commerce is 
glad to pass on a suggestion to 
all shippers on the subject of 
heavier loading and more prompt 
release of cars. The cotton move- 
ment, coming at a time when 
railroads were short of equip- 
ment due to the strike, has made 
it difficult for the shippers to 
furnish sufficient rolling stock. 
Heavier loading and more 
prompt release of equipment is 
a public-spirited movement and 
compliance with the suggestion 
will be greatly appreciated by 
the Chamber of Commerce. Let’s 
keep Dallas’ business moving un- 
trammeled.

The Manufactur- 
ers’ Department of the Chamber gave 
assistance to the State Fair Exhibit 
management in consummating plans 
for the erection of the building. The 
handsome structure was thronged both 
night and day and considerable impe- 





tus was given to popularizing and ed- 
ucating the public to the wide variety 
and excellent quality of Dallas-made 
goods.

ISS Gladys Elder, recent queen 
M in the auburn-haired class of 

beauties at the Southwestern 
Style Pageant, was selected to repre- 
sent the Manufacturers’ Department of 
the Chamber as official sponsor of Da)- 
las-made products. The contest was 
held in connection with the exhibit at 
the Fair. She will be known as “Dal- 
as Maid,” and her photograph used in 
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a publicity campaign to further famil- 
iarize the Southwest with the merits 
of Dallas-made products. 


Always a strong feature of the 
Fair, the Automobile Show under the 
auspices of the Dallas Automobile 
Dealers’ Association, which occupied 
one-half of the new structure, was ex- 
ceptionally attractive this year. This 
was due to the effective setting for the 
cars in the well-decorated new quarters. 
It was also due to the large number 
of exhibitors and the exceptional beau- 
ty of the models shown. So strong 
was the demand for space that it was 
necessary for a number of cars to be 
displayed in the Coliseum. The an- 
nual Automobile Show at the Fair 
has attained rank as one of the really 
great automobile exhibits of the 
Nation. 

Dallas County Clubs Win 


ALLAS County boys’ and girls’ 
D agricultural and home demon- 

stration clubs won more than 125 
ribbons and $421.50 in cash awards on 
exhibits entered at the Fair in competi- 
tion with all counties in the State. 
These clubs operate under the auspices 
of the Agricultural Department of the 
Chamber of Commerce. In the poultry 
division the boys’ and girls’ clubs won 
72 ribbons and $53.50 in cash awards. 
This includes 18 first and 9 second 
awards on individual entries and 7 
first awards on pens. 


Girls’ clubs in home demonstration 
and canning work took 7 first, 12 
second and 4 fourth prizes, winning, 
besides ribbons, a total of $89. Adult 
members of home demonstration clubs 
won three first awards, one second, 
one third and $10 in cash. Men club 
workers won more than $600 in cash, 
besides many ribbons. This was the 
most successful year at the Fair ever

Three counties from above the 
eaprock in the Panhandle-Plains area 
monopolized the top of the list, the first 
winners going to Lubbock, second to 
Potter and third to Crosby. Nine West 
Texas counties were winners in order 
before Hill county, the first outside 
West Texas ranks, broke into the win- 
ning. Fourth prize went to Wilbarger, 
fifth to Childress, sixth to Hale, sev- 
enth to Randall, eighth to Collings- 
worth and ninth to Floyd. 


At a dinner tendered West Texas 
exhibitors by the management of the 
Adolphus Hotel, Col. R. P. Smyth of 
Plainview said that Texas is raising 
one-fourth of America’s cotton and 
that it could produce one-fourth of the 
Nation’s wheat if the Plains of West 
Texas were properly developed.

In the refusal of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission at a 
hearing Jast month to allow rail- 
reads to increase the rates on 
butter in car lots and on butter, 
eggs, and dressed poultry in mix- 


ed car loads, from Texas points 
to Northern and Eastern des- 
tinations, is offered further con- 


crete proof of the activity of the 
Dallas Chamber of Commerce in 
safeguarding the business inter- 
ests in our city. 

The Fort Worth Chamber, the 
Texas Farm Bureau Federation, 
the Texas Chamber of Commerce 
and West Texas Chamber of Com- 
merce co-operated closely with 
the Dallas Chamber in the move. 
Considerable work in assembling 
and preparing data for the ar- 
gument was handled by the 
Transportation Department of the 
Dallas Chamber and the Chamber 
was personally represented at 
Washington. 

t is estimated that if the in- 
crease in rates had been allowed 
it might have cost Texas at least 
$300,000 a year. Also it would 
have rendered Texas shippers un- 
able to compete on the New York 
market with shippers of such 
dressed produce as turkeys from 
Argentine and other countries. 

The commission also denied 
the petition of the carriers to 
maintain lower rates from Hous- 
ton and Galveston to eastern 
points than are maintained from 
Dallas and Fort Worth to eastern 
points. 











Southwestern Banks Have 
Large Deposits 


Dallas banks are receiving many let- 
ters from the smaller banks over the 
Southwest, which they serve as cor- 
respondents, asking information as 
to short term investments for surplus 
cash. Due largely to money from the 
cotton crop, county banks that a year 
ago were stretching their resources to 
accommodate local needs, have re- 
cently inquired as to places where 
they can invest from $100,000 to 
$300,000. The banks of Dallas are long 
on cash also. One Dallas bank recently 
had $4,750,000 on call in New York and 
still another had $2,600,000 lent on 
call last month. 


SSURANCE that important im- 
A provements in the railway mail 

service in and out of Dallas 
will be made “if humanly possible,” 
was given by Col. Paul Henderson, 
the Second Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral, at a membership meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce at the Adol- 
phus Oct. 23, attended by 200. The 
matter, which is chiefly one of rail- 
way schedules, was covered in a brief 
presented to the official. 

Postmaster John W. Philp, who 
served as chairman of the meeting 
after it had been opened by President 
Frank M. Smith of the Chamber, spoke 
of plans now under way for new Fed- 
eral buildings at Dallas and said there 
is every reason to believe they will be 
successful. The Chamber of Commerce 
has a special committee which is co- 
operating with Postmaster Philp in 
attempts to secure adequate Federal 
buildings here. 

The wonderful strides Dallas has 
made in the past few years were re- 
counted in an address by Geo. Waverly 
Briggs, vice president of the Chamber. 
He mentioned that Dallas since 1900 
has jumped from 86th to 42nd city in 
size inthe Nation and told how the 
postoffice receipts here have increased 
2,200°7 during the past thirty years. 
He also said Dallas ranks 24th in 
postal receipts, 16th in parcel post 
business and 13th in volume of 
second class mail matter. 


Col. Henderson said the carrying 
of mail by airplane has proven suc- 
cessful. He believes that within the 
next six years all large business cen- 
ters will be connected by airplane mail 
service with other centers within a 
500 mile radius.

3 12-13 upon call by the 
baci dee} Dallas Chamber of Com- 
merce, that at the final meeting it was 
made a permanent body. Approxi- 
mately 100 business men of the South- 
west, representing almost as many 
cities, towns and communities, attend- 
‘ed the conference. Included among 
these were bankers, merchants, farm- 
ers and many Chamber of Commerce 
presidents and secretaries and it was 
the unanimous opinion of these gen- 
tlemen that the conference did much 
toward helping them solve many of the 
problems of their respective cities or 
sections. 


Many interesting round-table dis- 
cussions were held in addition to the 
regular program. Greater co-opera- 
tion between the business man and the 
farmer was one of the keynotes of 
the conference. It was strongly em- 
phasized that the farmer is a busi- 
ness man and should be considered as 
much a part of the business life of the 
Southwest as the merchant, manufac- 
turer or banker. 


“Southwestern Prosperity for South- 
western People” was the subject ably 
handled by L. O. Daniel, Chairman of 
the Wholesale Merchants’ Department 
of the Chamber at the first session. A 
high light of his address was his plea 
for greater support for Southwestern 
manufacturers. “The dream of a great 
manufacturing industry in the South- 
west is not far-fetched,” he said. “It 
is upon us and the people are going 
to meet the occasion and see to it 
that mammoth manufacturing indus- 
tries arise here. Through lack of 
proper co-operation we are sending 
countless millions to the East that 
might easily be applied at home for 
. greater development of our country 

ere.” 


Stedman Praises Dallas 


. B. STEDMAN of Chicago, retail 
merchandising expert, offered 
many valuable suggestions for 
Southwestern retailers in his talk on 
“Practical Merchandising.” In com- 
menting on Dallas he paid the follow- 
ing compliment: “You have had a 
vision and are working forward to 
the ideal of a million dollar whole- 
sale market yearly and one of the 
greatest manufacturing fields of the 
world. You can get, you will get it, 
while the rest of the country stands by 
looking on in wonder. Were I to se- 
lect a district of the country with an 
outstanding promise and untold pos- 
sibilities, I would center on the South- 
west.” 
In the course of his talk on “How 
we built a million dollar business in 






a town of less than a thousand people,” 
Bob Mooney, president of the B. & O. 
Cash Store, Temple, Oklahoma, stated 
that advertising was chiefly respon- 
sible for the success of the firm. 
Through advertising and _ publicity 
given the store through the news- 
papers and magazines this store is 
shipping merchandise to customers in 
every State in the Union, he said. 
“Buy close to home, turn your mer- 
chandise quickly and advertise,” was 


Mr. Mooney’s suggestion to the re- 
tailer who would increase his business. 


Mr. Mooney paid high tribute to 
the Dallas wholesale market. “The 
first consignment of goods entering 
our store came from Dallas,” he said, 
“and since that time the majority of 
our merchandise has come from Dal- 
las. We now get 75 per cent of our 
goods from Dallas. Dallas-made goods 
stand ace high wherever they are 
shown. We are able to purchase goods 
from Dallas and sell them before we 
can even buy them in distant markets.” 

The value of district, county and 
community fairs was discussed by 
Homer D. Wade, assistant manager of 
the West Texas Chamber of Commerce. 


Banquet Tendered Delegates 


N Thursday night a banquet was 
O tendered the delegates at the 

Adolphus by the Chamber. With 
Mike H. Thomas, one of the charter 
members of the Dallas Chamber, serv- 
ing as toastmaster, interesting talks 
were made by Dr. W. B. Bizzell, presi- 
dent of Texas A. & M. College; Hon. 
Hatton W. Sumners, Congressman 
from this district, and Alvin E. Dodd, 
head of the domestic distribution de- 
partment of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States. The address of 
welcome was given by Judge W. M. 
Holland, president of the Dallas Rail- 
way Company and former mayor of 
Dallas. 


Both Mr. Summers and Dr. Bizzell 
declared that improved marketing con- 
ditions in the Southwest, chiefly with 
reference to cotton, were mandatory. 
Dr. Bizzell said the co-operative mar- 
keting of farm products is here to 
stay. “Of course there is much that 
can be done to iron out wrinkles in 
the system, but never again will we 
revert to the old individualistic form 
of dumping our crops on the market 
and getting just what the buyer sees 
fit to offer,’ he declared. 


“Community Growth Through Or- 
ganized Leadership” was the subject 
of an address by Frank W. Wozen- 
craft, former Dallas mayor, enjoyed 
at the Friday morning session. ‘“Suc- 
cessful Retailing” was the subject of 
Mr. Dodd, it being illustrated by com- 


prehensive charts showing data on re- 
tail merchandising. James Z. George, 
general manager of the Texas Cham- 
ber of Commerce, spoke briefly on 
“Water Conservation in Relation to 
Farming and Industry.” An address 
provocative of much interest was “Tex- 
tile Industry Possibilities in the South- 
west,” given by Prof. J. B. Bagley of 
Texas A. & M. College. 


The conference closed with a lun- 
cheon at the Oriental Hotel Friday 
noon. In addition to the delegates, 
it was a general membership meet- 
ing of the Chamber and the Lions 
Club and Automobile Club also joined 
forces. W. V. Crawford of Waco, 
president of the Texas Highway As- 
sociation, the principal speaker, stated 
that there is serious danger that the 
Federal Government will cease con- 
tributing toward the construction of 
highways in Texas unless roads on 
which Federal aid has been received 
are maintained by the respective coun- 
ties or the State foots the bill for 
maintenance by the Government. He 
urged that the Legislature “adopt 
a correct highway program” at its 
next session. A resolution endorsing 
the work of the Texas Highway As- 
sociation was passed.

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Opportunity for Dallas 
Cotton Firms 


Dallas cotton firms, interested in 
exporting American cotton to Mexico 
to take advantage of the situation 
created by the short crop in that 
country, can secure a list of the prin- 
cipal cotton importers in Mexico by 
applying to the Foreign Trade De- 
partment of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. This department has also com- 
piled a list of the principal cotton and 
yarn mills in Mexico which is also 
available. 

The Chamber has received the fol- 
lowing communication from the De- 
partment of Commerce at Washington 
on the cotton situation in Mexico: 

“Consul Thomas D. Bowman of Mex- 
ico City reports: that the textile man- 
ufacturers of Mexico appear to be 
greatly concerned over the shortage 
of cotton and are demanding the re- 
moval of the import tariff on raw 
cotton (approximately $.059 U. S. Cy. 
per pound), in order to guarantee an 
adequate supply of the raw product 
and prevent a loss of employment to 
the textile laborers. The textile man- 
ufacturers have already been favored 
with a recent protective tariff on cot- 
ton piece goods.” 

Dallas cotton firms, desiring to com- 
municate with mills or importers in 
Mexico, should make use of the For- 
eign Trade Department’s translation 
bureau, which will put their letters 
into Spanish without charge.

Customers did not understand why it 
was that his sardines tasted better 
than those of exactly the same brand 
bought elsewhere—but they got into 
the habit of coming to his store.—

Do Not Overpay Your 
Foreign Letters 


ERE is an item sent the Cham- 

ber from the Federal Depart- 

ment of Commerce that is worth 
clipping and pasting in your files. It 
is pointed out that many American 
manufacturers and exporters are not 
taking advantage of the reduced rates 
of postage now applicable to many for- 
eign countries, notably Argentina, va- 
rious other Latin-American countries 
and Spain. 


The following list taken from a 
statement issued by the Post Office 
Department July 27, 1922, shows the 
countries with which 2-cent postage 
rates are in effect: Argentina, Ba- 
hamas, Barbados, Bermuda, Bolivia, 
Brazil, British Guiana, British Hon- 
duras, Canada, Colombia, Costa Rica, 
Cuba, Dominican Republic, Duteh West 
Indies (Aruba, Bonaire, Curacao, Saba, 
St. Eustatius, St. Martins), Ecuador, 
Great Britain. Ireland, Honduras, Ja- 
maica, (including Turks, Caicos Cay- 
man Islands), Leeward Islands (An- 
tigua, Barbuda, Redonda, St. Kitts or 
St. Christopher, Nevis, Anguilla, Do- 
minica, Montserrat, Virgin Islands), 
Martinique, Mexico,, Newfoundland, 
New Zealand, Nicaragua, Panama, 
Peru, Salvador, Shangnai, China, 
Spain, (including the Balearic Is- 
lands, Canary Islands. and possessions 
on the North African Coast), Trini- 
dad, Tobago, Western Samoa, Wind- 
ward Islands, (Grenada, St. Vincent, 
Grenadines, St. Lucia). 


The rates on postal or post cards to 
these places varies, being 1 cent in 
some cases and in others 2 cents each. 


There are many other details re- 
lating to classification of articles for 
foreign mail; limit on weight; rates 
on printed matter; samples of merch- 
andise; commercial papers, etc., with 
which the mailing department should 
be throughly familiar. Full informa- 
tion on these points is contained in the 
United States official Guide 1922-23, 
available cloth-bound with monthly 
supplements from the Superintendent 
of Documents, Government Frinting 
Office, Washington, D. C., at $1, or 
without the supplements at 75 cents.

General rains over Texas the latter 
part of October will be of inestimable 
value to the State. The precipitation 
varied from one to two inches in many 
sections. The rain will be sufficient 
to bring up winter wheat in the Pan- 
handle and virtually assure winter 
pasturage. 

The Dallas Federal Reserve Bank 
in its last month report states that

for the Southwest, gained in Septem- 
ber, 1919.
